a He Advices we have receiv’d from Raab, 
confirm the Action on the 3oth paft ; 
bur it was not fo confiderable as was at 
firft given out, becaufe the Malecontents 
feeing General Heifter advance againft 

them over a very difficult Morais, the Bridge of 

which they had broken down, retir’d with Precipi- 
tation ; fo that all that could be done was to fall up- 
on their Rear, and kill 5 or 600 of them. The fol- 
lowing Night, Count Caroli having rallied his Forces 
together, appear’d at firft refolv’d to make a Stand 
againft the Imperialifts, but on their near Approach 
retir'd into a Wood, leaving his Baggage, and among 
it a Sum of Money, a Prey tothem. And fome of 
his Servants were made Prifoners. Yefterday Ad- 
vice came that General Palfi has defeated a Body of 

Malecontents near Papa, but we cannot yet learn the 

certain Particulars. Mean time a Body of Malecon- 

rents commanded by Count Efterhafi and General 

Oskay, appearing before Modern, Pofing, and Saint 

George, thule 3 {inall Towns were forc’d to furren- 

der to them, and 2500 Men garrifon’d in them were 

made Prifoners: which done, thofe Malecontents, 
having with them fome Mortars, march’d towards 

Presburg, whereupon tother day 6 Companies of 

the Regiment of Salm had Orders fent them to throw 

themfelves into that Place with all Expedition : But 
fome are of Opinion, the Malecontents have made 
this Motion, only to favour the Efcape of Count Ca- 
roli, .by diverting the Imperial Arms. We have Ad- 
vice from Comorra, that General Heifter is return- 
ing thither with his Troops. 

From the Amft. and Harl. Cour. dated April 25. 

Vienna, April 11. The Defeat of a Body of Male- 
contents by Count Palfi, is confirm’d, with thefe 

Particulars, viz. he had only 700 Horfe with him, 

yet the Malccontents tho’ 3000 Men ftrong could not 

ftand before him, about 400 of them were kill’d, a- 

mong them 2 of their principal Officers ; and near 

300 Horfes, with much Baggage, and a pair of Ker- 

tle-Drums, were taken from them. We were in no 

little Apprehenfion, that the Malecontents who were 
moving towards Presburg, might have intercepted 
the 6 Companies of the Regiment of Salm, that 
were marching thither ; and afterwards cafily maf- 
ter’d that Place ; but it feems they have rather chofen 
to march to Piftorf, to ruine the Bridge there, and 
cut off the Communication of the Imperial Troops 
now lying at Comorra, in Order to facilirate the 

Siege they threaten to lay, to Trentfchin, a Place of 

great Importance. We thought the Troops that fur- 

rendred Modern, Pofing, and St. George, to the 

Malecontents, were made Prifoners of War ; but 

we are inform’d they yielded upon Articles, to be 

conducted to this fide of the River Marck, but pro- 
mis'd not to bear Arms more againft the Hungarians. 

Accordingly, the greateft Part of them are arrived at 

Anger on this fide the Mark ; but 400 of them, ‘tis 

faid, deferted by the Way, or took Service under the 

Malecontents : They will be fentto Bavaria. A Bat- 

tallion of, Militia, that was rais’d lately for the De- 


fence of the upper Auftria, mutinied rother Day, at 
Schardingen, and 400 of them march’d from thence 
towards Lintz ; but Collonel Wend following them 
with 300 Horie of regular Troops, put 7 or 8 of 
them to the Sword, and forc’d the reft to throw 
down their Arms ; then he caus’d them to be tied"2 
and 2 together, carry’d them back agen, keeps them 
confin’d, and has written hither for his Imperial Ma- 
jefty’s Directions how to deal further with them. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated April a1. 

Drefden, April 12. By the Advices from Poland 
and Silefia, it appears the Swedes have a Defign to 
bring the War into Luface, being perfwaded that is 
the thorteft Way to mainrain the Election of the new 
King : Butall neceffary Meafuresare taken to hinder 
the Execution of their Defigns. The King of Po- 
land has given Order for a Line to be made along the 
River Viadre, to cover the Frontier of Luface. It 
has alfo been refolv’d to form a Camp of 8000 Men ; 
and the Peafants are order’d to carry Stores of Pro- 
vifions into the Towns. Several Letters from Wilna 
in Lithuania, affure us the Mufcovites begin to form 
a {trong Body of Troops, to befiege Riga, having 
provided a fufficient Number of Bombs and other 
Ammunition for that Enterprize. 

From the Amfterdam Gazetce, dated April 24. 

Hanover, April17. The King of Sweden expects 
with gredt Impatience the Troops that he has fent for 
from Bremen, Pomerania, and Schonen ; Part of 
which he defigns to employ in Livonia. The Swedith 
Regimentsin great Poland are complear, and his Ma- 
jefty might have Mer enow upon the Frontier of Si- 
lefia to form 5 or 6 Regiments, but it appears he has 


no Mind to have Troops of Forreigners in his Ser- 


vice. The Advices frcm Wilna in Lithuania con- 
firm, thar General Alexandrouwits, the Czar’s chief 
Minifter, is arriv’d there, and with him Prince Re- 
pin, and he gives out that his Czarith Majefty will 
follow them {oon after the Eafter Holy Days, to o- 
pen the Campaign in Livonia, with confiderable 
Forces, having 120000 Men fit for Service. Gen. Schu- 
lenbourg arriv’d here the 15th from Drefden, upon 
private Affairs of his own. We have Advice from 
Caffe!, that his moft ferene Highnefs the Landgrave 
of that Name, has order’d 2 of his Regiments of 
Foot to hold themfelves in a Readynefs. We are af- 
fur'd they will march into Saxony, andthatthey will 
be follow’d by feveral others, in Cafe the Swedes at- 
tack that Electorate. "Tis written from Drefden 
that the Saxon Officers who had been Prifoners and 
being exchang’d for Swedes were come thither, re- 
port, that they had been treated very generoufly of 
late in their Confinement, and that the King of Swe- 
den told them at their Departure he would always 
treat the Saxon Officers he fhould take Prifoners in 
the fame Manner, provided the King of ’ Poland 
would do the like by his ; as we hear he did indeed 
by the Swedes that weré laft exchang’d. 
From the Amft. and Harl. Cour. dated April 25. 
Hamburg, April 21. They write from Cracow the 
gth of this Month, that upon Advice a ftrong Body 
of Swedes was in Motion thither, and that their. 
Vanguard was arriv’d at Pillo within 9 Miles of thar 
City, it was thought fir to break down the Bridge 
over the Viftula there. They tell us likewife, rbac 
the Swedes have exacted 15000 Timpfen from the 
Monaftry

The Saxon Troops, which King 
Auguttus left in the Palatinate of Cracow, are retir'd 
ro Lawartou berwcen Lublin and Sendomir, and from 
thence are to march zo join the Mufcovites in Lithua- 
nia. King Auguftus is return’d from Mauritsburg to 
Drefden : His Majefty bas put Saxon Troops into 4 
Places in the Principality of Zeyts, viz. Pegau, Vrou- 
wen Pifnirs, Dauterburg, and Neuftad ; at which 
{ome Saxon Princes thew Difcontent, The King of 
Denmark is at prefent in Jutland, where he caufes his 
Troops 10 to be mufter’d 5 and "tis {aid he will have 
a Camp mark’d out in Holftein, for 14000 Men, 
which are to draw together there in the Month of 
July.
